things were, so we asked 
TCI’s general manager, 
Frank Maldonado, who 
was happy to clear a few 
things up from us.

Sierra Madre’s venera¬ 
ble first mayor, Charles 
Worthington Jones, was a 
major player as Sierra Ma¬ 
dre changed from a 19th 
century ranching and 
fanning village into one of 
Southern California’s 
mushrooming cities of the 
early 20th century. In 
1907, 90 years ago this 
month. Sierra Madre in¬ 
corporated as a city with 
Jones elected the first 
mayor and served from 
1907 to 1914. 


In 1967, just 30 years 
ago, Jones died suddenly 
at his home at age 99. He 
just missed the 100 th mark 
he wanted so much to 
reach. He and his wife, 
Mary, four years his jun¬ 
ior, had married 68 years 
before in Des Moines, 
Iowa, and had been Sierra 
Madre residents almost 62 
years. 

This first mayor was 
boni^ August 24, 1868 in 
the small fanning and mill 
town of Pennville, Indiana. 
He received a B.S. degree 
from Indiana’s University 


of Valparaiso and did 
graduate woik at Universi¬ 
ty of Chicago. He had 
been a high school teach¬ 
er for 17 years when he 
and his wife with their 5 
year old daughter, Virgin¬ 
ia, decided to move west as 
an investment expedition. 
Also, to esciqie the harsh 
winters of Pueblo, Colo¬ 
rado, where they were liv¬ 
ing. The year was 1906. 

Their worldly posses¬ 
sions, a horse, two carriag¬ 
es, a poodle, a house palm, 
furniture, etc., were locat¬ 
ed onto a freight train and 


the Joneses traveled with 
the freight to California. 
The trip took 10 days. 

They were charmed by 
the beauty and location of 
Sierra Madre, the friendli¬ 
ness of the people, the de¬ 
licious water, etc. In 1906, 
Jones purchased three half 
acre lots here, paying 
about $1200 per acre. He 
built their own beautiful 
home, Casa de Monte 
Lado (house by the side of 
the mountain) at 49 E. Ale- 
gria. The home still stands

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50 Years Sierra Madre Community 
Nursery School: Finding a New Home

(Note: Sierra Madre 
Community Nursery 
School will celebrate its 
50th anniversary in April. 
We will run Zena Yama¬ 
moto’s account of the 
school’s history in weekly 
installments. This is the 
third installment.) 

By 1949, because of the 
growth in enrollment and 
the church’s desire to re¬ 
claim the use of its facili¬ 
ties, the nursery school 
was compelled to find a 
new site. 

Milton Goldberg again 
looked to his Boy Scout 
contacts for help. Gold¬ 
berg’s son was a scout in 
the same troop as the son 
of the mayor, William 
Kinney. It was through 
Mayor Kinney that the 
school was offered a plot 
of land on the west end of 
Sierra Madre Boulevard. 

Euphemistically la¬ 
beled “Water spreading 
grounds,’’ the near-acre 
plot of land was known 
more familiarly as a dump. 
A dilapidated shed was the 
centerpiece of the dusty 
grounds that featured a 
collection of broken bot¬ 
tles and other debris. The 
parents were thrilled. 

The plan was that a new 
building would be con¬ 
structed to house the nurs¬ 
ery school, and serve as a 
community resource. It 
would be deeded to the 
city, and the school would 
pay a nominal rent for its 
use. 

In line with its brief his¬ 
tory, the school had anoth¬ 
er opportunity to pool its 
talents. Architect Mac Ca¬ 
son, a nursery school dad 
and father of four children 
under the age of six, drew 
up the plans for the 2050 
square foot building. The 
estimated cost was $8,000. 

Because the city would 
not allow ground to be bro¬ 
ken until the nursery 
school came up with two- 


thirds of the cost of the 
building, the school asso¬ 
ciation began an intensive, 
six-month long fund-rais¬ 
ing drive. Mothers held 
dances, fashion shows, 
theatre parties, and even 
canvassed the neighbor¬ 
hoods, house to house, to 
generate money. 

The deadline was tight. 
It was the summer of 1949, 
and the school had to va¬ 
cate the church by Decem¬ 
ber 31 of that same year. 


But the cooperative spirit 
of the school caught on 
throughout the communi¬ 
ty. Milton Goldberg re¬ 
members with amazement 
how so many citizens were 
willing to help: “Building 
the school came to be one 
of the major activities of 
the city. The whole city 
was involved.’’ 

Local merchants donat¬ 
ed or sold at cost many of 
the supplies needed for the 
project. Goldberg recalls 



with amazement how the 
school’s nuts and bolts 
were funded: “We paid for 
hardly anything. We 
begged, borrowed, and 
stole,” he says with a 
chuckle. 

Sierra Madre’s Nation- ’ 
al Guard got into the act, 
and in September, they 
razed the old sheds and 
prepared the grounds. 

Under the supervision 
of another nursery school 
dad, Mel Goodsell, who 
was a contractor, the fa- 
thers got to work. Mostly 
veterans, the dads layed 
cement, and wielded ham¬ 
mers and drills in a com¬ 
mitment that absorbed the 
bulk of their weekends for 


The surrounding area, with 
its tall trees and pastoral 
feeling, added to a sense of 
a melding of the outdoors 
to indoors. 

Emily Tempes remem¬ 
bers the way the school 
basked in the natural set¬ 
ting: ‘The area was away 
from the city. It was a lot 
more rural...there was a 
creek with tadpoles. We 
used to take the children 
up there and just let them 
run around and hunt for 
bugs and flowers.” 

Paying further homage 
to nature, live animals 
have always been a part of 
the nursery school’s tradi¬ 
tion. Over the years, the 
school has been home to a

QUESTION: When I was stuck in 
traffic with my 1986 Jetta recently, a noise 
began from the right rear part of the vehi¬ 
cle. It became constant and then my engine 
died. Whenever it sat for a few moments, 
the engine would start and allow me to 
travel about a mile before stopping again. 
Finally, I let it sit for a few hours and then 
it ran fine after that. Someone said some¬ 
thing was wrong with the fuel pump. If so, 
what is with the noise in the right rear? - 
BK 

ANSWER: Your Jetta has two fuel 
pumps. One is in the fuel tank'. The ©lher> 
pump provides proper pressure for the fuel 
system and is located underneath the car 
in the right rear near the suspension. This 
pump could be wearing out or not receiv¬ 
ing enough fuel from the first pump in the 
tank. Either case could cause the noise you 
heard. Another possibility is that the intake 
to one of the pumps could be blocked.

On Tuesday, the Arcadia Unified School 
District gave £q)proval to the next standard¬ 
ized test that the District will be using. The 
District has been using the (CAS)^2 since 
the 1991-92 school year, and changes in 
curriculum and in available testing instru¬ 
ment resulted in a search for a possible new 
test; a search that led an Assessment Com¬ 
mittee to the CTB/McGraw-Hill’s Terra 
Nova Tests. 

The Committee considered a group of 
tests, which included the presently used 
(CAS)^2. Each test considered has been 
viewed by several school districts as ex¬ 
amples of the best materials available. 

Dr. Mary Ann Sund, who headed the 
subcommittee, recommended that the 
Complete Battery of the Terra Nova be ad¬ 
ministered to students in grades two 
through nine and/or 10. In response to 
questions from Boardmembers, Dr. 
I^Idied Burgdorf-Hennessy and Dr. Sund 
confirmed that the test is on the State list 
of approved tests. The CTB/McGraw-Hill 
tests will remain with the District for sev-

Arcadia and 
Sully-Miller 
Reach 
Settlement 


On February 4,1997, the City of Arcadia and the Sully- 
Miller Contracting Company reached a settlement in their 
breach of contract lawsuits against each other. In order 
to avoid costly trial expenses, eliminate the speculative 
results of a jury trial, and in recognition that Sully-Miller 
did complete a portion of the work on the “Downtown 
2000 Streetscape Project”, the City of Arcadia agreed to 
pay Sully-Miller $1,250,000. The original contract 
amount was for $4,300,000. 

Sully-Miller accepted the City’s settlement figure 
around 5:00 PM the day before trial was to commence. 
Just a few hours prior to acceptance Sully-Miller had 
demanded $400,000 more than the final agreed amount. 

According to City officials, when Sully-Miller stopped 
work in August, 1995, due to labor problems, Sully-Miller 
did not commit to any date to resume work. At that time 
a main city street, Huntington Drive, had little pavement 
north of the median, no curbs or gutters, and only three 
feet of sidewalk between Santa Anita and Second Avenue. 
Further, the City’s new storm drain system in that area 
had been severed and was inoperable. In order to rem¬ 
edy the potential drainage problem, resolve the severely 
restricted traffic flow and address other concerns ex¬ 
pressed by local merchants, the City on August 22,1995, 
suspended a portion of the contract work to be done by 
Sully-Miller, declared an “emergency”, and hired a sub¬ 
stitute contractor to complete the “emergency work”. 
Even though Sully-Miller was not barred from either the 
emergency work or the remainder of the contract work, 
and could have come back at any time, they never did. 
This caused the City to terminate the entire contract in 
October, 1995 and bring on another contractor to com¬ 
plete the work. The work stoppage caused by the Sully- 
Miller labor dispute and the change of the contractors 
added at least two months to the projected completion of 
the Downtown 2000 construction period. 

Sully-Miller contended that the City breached the con¬ 
tract by its emergency action in August 1995, and by not 
paying for the work done to that date. The City disputed 
that contention. 

According to attorneys for the City, the offer of com¬ 
promise is not an admission of any fault or liability on the 
part of the city. In August 1995, the City Council was

The Arcadia Police Department responded to 518 calls 
for service of which 150 required formal investigations 
from Wednesday, February 5 to Tuesday, February 11. 
The following is a summary report of the major incidents 
handled by the Department during the period.

properly concerned about the public health, safety and 
welfare of the community. The Project consultant, 
ASL Consulting Engineers, Inc., had advised the City 
that without an operable storm drain system, any sig¬ 
nificant rain which can occur in October, would cause 
major flood damage to the downtown. Plus, with the 
work stoppage, the commercial activity in the down¬ 
town was severely disrupted and some merchants had 
filed claims against the City. According to City Man¬ 
ager William R. Kelly, “hindsight is a wonderful thing, 
but at the time the City Council had very little choice.” 
According to City Attorney Michael H. Miller, “We 
were also surprised by the Contractor’s unwillingness 
to sit down and negotiate towards resolution of the 
problems. Instead, they chose to litigate.” Several 
weeks ago, the City initiated and participated in an 
extensive mediation process to try to resolve the dis¬ 
pute. However, Sully-Miller did not commit to the 
mediator’s approach. 

The settlement will be paid out of the City’s Liabil¬ 
ity Fund. Almost all of the cost will be reimbursed by 
the Redevelopment Agency with a small balance paid 
by Water funds. $600,000 in redevelopment funds has 
already been set aside to pay these costs. No City Gen¬ 
eral Fund moneys will be used to pay any of the settle¬ 
ment amount. 

In addition, in a related compromise settlement, 
$50,000 will also be paid to Marina Landscape, a sub¬ 
contractor of Sully-Miller who provided landscaping 
and was not paid due to the basic dispute. No City 
General Fund moneys will be used to pay any of the 
settlement amount. 

Sully-Miller is continuing their suit against ASL En¬ 
gineering, Inc., the City’s Project Engineer and Con¬ 
struction Administrator for Alleged interference with 
contract. The trial has commenced. 

The Downtown 2000 Project was the largest and 
most complex City project of the last twenty years. 
The construction zone was 1.4 miles long. The City 
constmcted 6/10 mile of main water lines, and 7/10 
mile of new storm drains. Curbs, gutters, sidewalk, 
decorative lights and landscaping were constructed 
along 2.3 miles of downtown streets. The needed in¬ 
frastructure and attractive stieetscape improved both 
the commercial viability of the downtown and the im¬ 
age of the City. No one could have foreseen the prob¬ 
lems that occurred with the contractor. Contrary to 
the usual litigation involving those allegedly injured by 
the City, in this situation the City did get something of 
value from the plaintiff contractor. That value was 
disputed through the litigation which has now been 
resolved.
